KFREING A LOG. 

In the club there mist be few listeners who do not keep, or have 
rot kept, a log of stations they hear on the air, whether it is a real 
"Puldcah" joh, or a suall nots book. kept by the receiver for malcing note 
of any contacts heard. 

Obvicusly, if it is to be of any use the log must contain at 
least a cartain minimum of information about the ‘Btatlons heard, The 


writer reoalls that when he first kept a log about four years ago, it 
was an extremely untidy affair, and consisted of the following:- 


Date. Time(GMT). Call Revd, Band. Report(QSA/R). QRM. ORN. Notes, 


Of course, at the time, this was considered to be ideal, as the 
writer's listening was confined to a few short periods on twenty and a 
Sunday on fewty,. (verb.sap. ) 
- Soon I: begen to realise that this was not good enough for 
logging DX, since it pays to keep a full report of these elusive stations; 
so this materialised:- 


Date. Time, Band. Call Revd. Location(Q’H). RST. Tmission. QSB. 
QRM. Notes on Tnsmsn. Conditions. Stn.worked. Stn.called. Antenna. 
- Mone. QSL. - Notes. 


The log covers the two faces of a noté book 7" across, and 
each section, is ruled off. “I prefer to put the date in rull over the 
entry, but this is a matter of choice. If you do this, however, you

Well, I think, (and sincerely hope) that I have satisfied the 
needs of the log, and perhaps it is here that I should suggest that you 
make up your own log book, if you have the time, because for one thing, 
the commercial logs never seem to contain 211 that you want, and in 
any case, you will take far more pride in your home-made log than any other, 


DX-ing or HOW to set a hangover, 


Hver since the early Jays of Man, men have, (and so some say, have 
wemen) striven to do the nearly impossible, and itis this svirit that is 
the essence of DX-ing. A recent Editorial in ST urged the amateur to pet 
as much out of his hobby as he possibly could, and thet publication is 
starting a series of articles on the subject in the July issue. 

The definitions one hears of DX are usually extremely vague, so I 
am going to describe it as a combination of the rare with the distant. 
Usually you associate the rare with the distant, but this is not so with 
DX. For instance, take three well know Dx, statis, VQ1CUR,(H1) ,MP2AA 
and GD3UB. For those who do not speak in the terms of VQ, MF and GD, let 
me explein that these are in, respectively, Zanzibar, Free territory of 
Trieste and the "Sunny Isle of }Men" (where bacon and eggs cost 2/6d. at 
GD3UB.). #11 these countries are "rare" but we would never dream of 
calling "Uncle Bob" DX. On 20m. MF2AA is not DX, but both are DX to the 
Ws.  VQ1ICUR is DX in any language, but what about Kenya-V9Q4, or any adjacent 

’ countries? 
To give enother illustration, Tangicr - EK is not DX on 20m, but 
if an EK appears on 160mn., then someone works him and scclaims it quite 
_dustifiably as good DX,
